AN ACT to authorize Thomas Hinton, B. F. Cooper, Orlando Cur- 
tis and their associates, to construct and maintain a slide on 
Big Bull Falls, on the Wisconsin river. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented m senate 
and assembly^ do enact as follows : 

Authority to Section 1. Thomas Hinton, B. F. Cooper, Orlando 
Curtis and their associates and assigns, are hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to construct and maintain a 
slide for the convenience of running rafts of boards and 
timber over the rapids on the Wisconsin river, known as 
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" Big Bull Falls," on section twenty-five, in township 
twenty-nine, north of range seven, east of the fourth 
principal meridian, and shall keep the same in good re- 
pair ; which slide shall be kept open at all times when 
said river is in a good stage for running lumber. The 
said slide shall not be less than thirty feet in width, and 
of suflScient depth to float rafts drawing twenty inches 
of water. 

Section 2. When the said Thomas Hinton, B. F. 
Cooper, Orlando Curtis and their associates and assigns,

This act is hereby declared to be a 
public act, and its provisions shall be liberally and fa- 
vorably construed in all the courts of this state, and 
copies of the same printed by authority of the legisla- 
ture, shall be received as evidence thereof in all cases. 

Section 12. The stockholders of the said corpora- 
tion shall be jointly and severally liable for all debts 
that may be due or owing to all their laborers, servants 
and apprentices, for service performed by them for said 
corporation, within six months next preceding the de- 
mand made for such debt ; and if any stockholder is 
compelled to pay such debts, he shall have his remedy 
by action or otherwise, to obtain a contribution from 
the other stockholders of their proportion of such 
debt. 

Section 13. In the judgement [judgment] of the 
legislature, the objects of the corporation created by 
this act cannot be attained under general laws. 
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Section 14. This act Bhall take effect immediately 
upon its passage.

AN ACT to faciliUte and authenticate the formation of a corpora- 
tion by the purchasers or future owners of the "Racine and 
Mississippi railroad company." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin^ represented in senate 
and assemhlf/y do enact asJoUows : 

Section 1. In case the railroad of the Racine and J*'^®**JjyjJ,J',j 
Mississippi railroad company, or any part of the said B?aDder mort-' 
railroad lying within this state, shall be sold by virtue SSlTew SI?

to form a corporation under or by virtue of the laws of 
this state, or of the state of Illinois, or of both of said 
states, may file in the oflSce of the secretary of state ^Jl*"**!®*®,** 
of this state a certificate specifying the name of said of state. "^^ 
corporation, the number of the directors, and the names 
of the directors for the first year, as designated in the 
said certificate, or as elected by the said purchaser or 
purchasers, owner or owners, their successors or as- 
signs, which certificate shall be signed by the said pur- 
chaser or purchasers, owner or owners, or the survivor 
of them or their or his successors or assigns ; and upon 
the filing of any such certificate, the persons who shall 
have signed the same shall be a body politic and cor- 
porate, by the name stated in such certificate; andtbe Powers of new 
said corporation shall possess all the privileges, powers, ^^'p**'^®"* 
authorities and capacities acquired by the said pur- 
chaser or purchasers, owner or owners, or possessed by 
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the said Racine and Mississippi railroad company, by 
virtue of any law of this state or of the state of Il- 
linois. 

Section 2. Said new corporation, when so organ- 
ized, shall have full power to consolidate their capital 
stock with that of the Racine and Mississippi railroad 
company, in the state of Illinois, or its , successors, or 
that of the Northern Illinois railroad company, or both; 
and thereby to form a new company, which consolidated 
company may take any name it may agree upon, and 
shall have all of the powers of each of the companies 
so consolidated. The articles cf consolidation shall be 
signed by the parties interested, shall specify the names 
of the directors for the first year, the number of the 
directors and the name of the corporation, and shall be 
filed in the oflSce of the secretary of state of this state; 
and upon the filing of such articles of consolidation, 
the parties interested shall be a body politic and cor- 
porate, by the name stated in such articles of consoli- 
dation, and shall possess all the privileges, powers, 
authorities and capacities possessed by each and all of 
said companies before such consolidation. 

Section 3. Any corporation incorporated by virtue 
of this act, shall have full power to mortgage, lease or 
pledge its said road, or any portion of the same, and 
any other estate, real or personal, or mixed, of which 
it may be st ized at the time of or which it may acquire 
after the execution of such mortgage, deed of trust, or 
other instrument in writing, to secure any bonds or in- 
debtedness or evidence of indebtedness of such corpor- 
ation, or to pay for the whole or any part of the pur- 
chase money for the cost of the road, or of any of the 
indebtedness of the original corporat.ons which it may 
agree to assume. 

Section 4. Any such corporation is hereby author- 
ized and fully empowered, in its corporate capacity, to 
borrow any sum or sums of money from any per- 
son or persons, corporation or body politic of any kind, 
and to make, execute and deliver, in or out of this 
state, all necessary writings, notes, bonds, bills, mort-

AN ACT to incorporate the Monroe and Riverside railroad com- 
pany. 

TJie people of the state of Wisconsin^ represented in senate and 
assembly, do enact as follows :

the company ; to erect and construct all depots, station- 
houses, warehouses, car-houses and shops, engine-houses 
and shops, machine-shops and other fixtures, useful for 
the accommodation of such road and of those using it ;

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CHAPTER 298. 

[IhibUshed April 24, 1863.] 
AN ACT to construct a race from White ri^er to Fox river. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin^ represented in sen- 
ate and assembly y do enact as foUows : 

SHcnoN 1. Uri Carruth, M. L. Kimball and J. D. Anthorwj^to^ 
Porter, and their associates, are hereby authorized to ^'^ "*^ *^***' 
construct and maintain a race from White river, at such 
point as they may select, to Pox river, for the purpose 
of creating a water power. 

Section 2. The said Uri Carruth, M. L. Kimball ^•^^'p^^^'- 
and J. D. Porter, their associates and assigns, shall have 
the sole and exclusive right to the use of the water- 
power created by such race, and shall have the right to 
enter upon land in [on] the line of said race, for the 
purpose of locating and constructing the same, doing 
thereto no unnecessary damage. 

Section 3. In case the said Uri Carruth, M. I^* -f '*!j2«dof dSi. 
IQmball and J. D. Porter, and their associates, cannot ag?t-how se^' 
agree with the owners of any lands through which the ^^^* ^' 
said race may run, as to the amount of compensation 
to be paid for damages to such lands, then the question 
of damages shall be submitted to arbitrators, in the fol- 
lowing manner : Each party shall select a disinterested 
arbitrator, and such arbitrator shall select another ; or 
if either party shall neglect for three days after being 
notified so to do by the other party, or if non-residents 
of this state, and on being notified by mail, by letter 
addressed to them, at their usual place [places] of res- 
idence, to select such arbitrator, and (wno) sliall neglect 
so to do for fifty days after mailing such letter, then in 
all cases of [such] neglect, the circuit judge of the 
county in which such lands lie, shall select such arbi- 
trators ; and the said arbitrators shall proceed to make 
an award of the amount of compensation which shall 
be paid for such damages, and shall deliver a copy of 
their award, in writing, to each of the parties; and Appeal, Ac. 
either party within ten days after receiving a copy of 
such award, may appeal from the same to the circuit 
court of such county, by giving written notice of such 
appeal to one of the arbitrators ; and upon receiving 
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such notice of appeal, it shall be the duty of the arbi- 
trators to certify all their proceedings to said court ; 
and the said court shall enter said cause on its docket, 
in which the claimant of damages shall be plaintiff, and

Iowa county, Wisconsin, and such other persons as

be defended, in any court whatever. The said corpo- 
ration may make, have and use a common seal, which it 
may alter or renew at pleasure ; it shall be capable of

water-courses, or of diverting or changing the channel 
of water-courses, or for the purpose of removing such

AN ACT to incorporate thfl Oconto pier and plankroad company. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly , do enact as follows: 

Section 1. George E. Hart, Wm. M. Whitcomb, J. ^^^SSS! 
B. Ideson, Edwin Hart and George 0. Ginty, are here- "eriptioni, *c. 
by appointed commissioners, under the directions of a 
majority of whom subscriptions may be received to the 
capital stock of the " Oconto pier and plankroad com- 
pany," hereby incorporated, and they may cause books 
to be opened at such times and places as they shall di- 
rect, for the purposes of receiving subscriptions to the 
capital stock of said company, first giving twenty days' 
notice of the time and places of receiving such sub- 
scriptions, by publishing the same in the " Oconto Pio- 
neer," a newspaper printed in the village of Oconto, 
Oconto county. 

Section 2. The capital stock of said company shall oapitai Btock. 
be twenty thousand dollars, in shares of twenty-five 
dollars each, and as soon as fifty shares of the capital 
stock shall be subscribed, and five per cent, of the amount 
thereon actually paid in, or secured to said company, 
the subscribers of said stock, with such other persons 
as they shall thereafter associate with them for that 
purpose, their successors and assigns, shall be, and they 
are hereby created and declared rf body corporate and 
politic, by the name and style of the " Oconto pier and n^«»« ^^ voyr- 
plankroad company," with perpetual succession ; and 
by that name shall be capable of purchasing, holding, 
selling, bargaining and conveying estate, real, personal 
and mixed, in their corporation [corporate] name ; may 
sue and be sued, may have a common seal, which they 
may alter or renew at pleasure, and, generally, may do 
all and singular the matters and things which an incor- 
porated company may by law do.

the organizing of said commissioners by the election b; 
them of one of their number president, shall have all 
the powers and perform all the duties of a board of di- 
rectors for said company, and the corporate existence of 
said company shall be taken to have began and be com- 
plete as if a regular election of directors had taken 
place ; and in case of a vacancy at any time happening 
in the board of directors, the board shall have power to 
fill such vacancy.

trusts,and may remove said officers and revoke the power 
Further powers, of such agcuts at plcasurc. They shall also have power 
to make all necessary and proper by-laws, rules and 
regulations for the management of said company, the 
subscription of stock, the payment of installments 
thereon, the assignment and transfer of stock certifi^ 
cates, and prescpbing the duties of officers; all of 
which by-laws not inconsistent with the constitution of 
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this state and the United States, when duly recorded 
in the books of the company, shall be effectual and 
binding upon the members of said company and all 
persons interested therein, as if the same formed a 
part of this act of incorporation.

he constructed by said company, or any part thereof, or 
any work, building [or] fixture attached to or in use up- 
on the same, belonging to said company, such person or 
persons so offending shall, each of them, for every such 
offense, be liable to a civil action for the recovery of 
damages by said company, by action in any court having

from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 809. 

IFubUshed May 5, 1863.] 

AN ACT to incorporate the Milwaukee, Winnebago and St. Paul 
railroad company. 

TJte people of (he stcUe of Wisconsin^ represented in sen- 
ate and assembly , do enact as follows : 

Section 1. That Nelson Webster, J. S. Davis, Ches- 
ter Steele, John Dahlman, Robert Haney, A. C. May, 
James Bonnell and Frederick Vogel, of Milwaukee, and 
B. F. Moore, S. B. Amory and Mason 0. Darling, of 
Fond dtt Lac, and Philetus Sawyer, R. M. Hutchinson 
and S. B. Page, of Winnebago, and William Gomar 
and Henry Miles, of WaupacCa, and George W. Cate 
and John H. Morgan, of Portage, and H. Clay Wil- 
liams, of Eau Claire, and William Wilson and William 
Carson, of Dunn county, and Charles B. Cox, of 
Pierce county, and such other persons as shall 
become stockholders in (in) the corporation hereby 
created, in accordance with the provisions of this act, 
shall be and they are hereby created a body corporate 
and politic, by the name and style of the "Milwaukee, 
Winnebago and St. Paul railroad company,'' and by that 
names hall have perpetual succession, be competent to 
contract and be contracted with, sue and be sued, implead 
and be impleaded, answer and be answered, defena and 
be defended, in any court whatever ; but shall never set 
up the defense of usury in any court whatever. The said 
corporation may make, have and use a common seal, which 
it may alter or renew at pleasure ; it shall be capable of 
acquiring by deed, lease or other conveyance, a fee 
simple or any less estate in lands, tenements or ease- 
ments in the same, and of conveying any such estate or 
interest by deed, lease or other conveyance, or of hold- 
ing such estate or interest, or any other estate necessary 
for the legitimate use of said company, either real, 
personal or mixed ; and shall have and enjoy all the 
privileges, franchises and immunities incident to a cor- 
poration, and may do and perform all and singular the 
acts and matters which to any corporation it shall law- 
fully appertain to do and perform for the well being of 
said corporation. 
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Section 2. The capitfti «took of said corporation o^pJt*! Btook. 
shall be fire million doUard^ * and shall be diyided 
into fifty thousand shares of oneiiundred dollars each^ 
and. shall be sabdivided [subschbad] .in the manner 
hereinafter provided. 

Sbciion 8. The said Nelson Webster,' 'J. -S. Davis, S*?lSiVe rob" 
Ohester Steele, John Dahlman, Robert 'Haney^ A. scriptions. 
C. May, James Bonnell, Frederick Vogel, B. F. 
Moore, S. B. Amory, Mason C. Darling, ,Pjkil^ 
tu8 Sawyer, R. M. Hutchinson, S. B. Page, WH- 
liam Gomar^ Henry Miles, George W. Gate, John 
H. Morgan, H. Clay Williams, William Wilson, 
William Carson and Charles B. Cox, are hereby 
appointed commissioners to receive subscriptions to 
the capital stock of said company, a majority of whom 
shall constitute a quorum, and shall have authority and 
power, and are hereby authorized and empowered, to 
do any act or thing which the commissioners, by virtue 
of this act, may do or perform. The said commissioners Nouoe of meet- 
shall give notice by pupUcation [publication] for three lulscri^ionl 
successive weeks, in some newspaperprinted in the city 
and county of Milwaukee, of the time and place when 
and where they wiU meet to receive subscriptions to 
the capital utock of said corporation ; and at such meet- ^'^^JJg^^^^^ 
ing, shall prescribe rules as to the manner in which ^"'^ ^ ^'^ 
subscriptions to the capital stock of said company 
shall be made, the amount to be paid upon each share, 
not less than five dollars, and the time aod place of 
payment, whicji rules shall be entered at length on the 
books of subscription. The books of subscription shall J^^/i°g^°^* *' 
be kept open until the whole number of shares shall be 
subscribed, when they shall be closed, and no more sub- 
scriptions be received by the commissioners. 

Section 4. Whenever the whole number of shares of Fint eieotion of 
the capital stock shall be subset ibedin conformity with the '^*'*''"- 
rales prescribed by the commissioners, and. the amount 
prescribed by such rules paid upon each share so sub* 
scribed, not less than five dollars^ the commissioners 
shall give notice to the stockholders^ by publication for 
two or more successive weeks, in such newspaper 
printed in Milwaukee as they shall determine, to meet 
at a time and place to be specified in such notice, to 
elect fifteen directcnrs of said corporation, who shall hold 
their offices until other directors are elected in pur- 
suance of the by-laws of said corporation. 
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Section 5. The said company shall have power and 
authority, and they are hereby authorized and em- 
powered, to survey; locate, construct, complete, alter, 
change the locatioft. of, reconstruct, maintain and oper- 
ate a railroswjj- \vith one or more tracks or lines of rails, 
on such route'and with such allignment and graduation 
as said dozitpany shall think proper, from such point 
as the^ii^^ctors shall determine in the city of Milwaukee, 
OR on the track of the Milwaukee and La Crosse rafl- 
road, at or east of the village of Schlessingerville, by 
the shortest and most practicable route to the cities of 
West Bend, [in] Washington county. Fond du Lac and 
Oshkosh, and from thence by any route to the 
Mississippi river, north of the city of La Crosse, in 
this state ; and the said company shall have authority 
and power to take, transport and carry persons and 
property upon said railroad, by the power and force of 
steam, of animials, or of any mechanical or other pow- 
er, or of any combination of them, and to make, con- 
struct and put in operation all such turnouts, side tracks 
and connecting tracks as thay [they] shall think will pro- 
mote the interests of the company ; to erect and construct 
all depots, station-houses, warehouses, car-houses and 
shops, engine-houses and shops, machine-shops and oth- 
er fixtures useful for the accommodation of said road, 
and of those using it ; to manufacture or purchase all 
necessary engines, tenders, cars or other conveyances 
[conveniences] for running said road ; and said company 
shall have power to connect its railroad with any other 
railroad in the state, and to operate the same in con- 
nection with such other railroad. 

Section 6. All the affairs of said company shall be 
managed by a board of five directors, who shall be 
stockholders, and who are hereby invested with 
all the powers of the corporation. They shall be 
chosen annually by ballot, by the stockholders, 
at the annual meeting of the company, which 
shall be held on such notice and at such time as 
shall be prescribed by the by-laws, and at such place 
as shall be prescribed by the board of directors, and 
stated in such notice. At all meetings of the stock- 
holders, every stockholder shall be entitled to one vote 
for each share of stock held by him or her, and may 
vote in person or by proxy duly authorized ; and no 
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business shall be transacted at any meeting of the 
stockholders, unless a majority of the stock is repre- 
sented. In all elections of directors, those stockhold- 
ers eqaal to the number to be elected, having the 
gteatest number of votes, shall be deemed and declared 
duly elected. The election shall be constructed [conduct- 
ed] in such manner as shall be prescribed by the by-laws 
of the company ; and if, from any cause, an election of di- rauure to elect, 
rectors shall not be had at the time vrhen by the pro- frMJhisM.^' 
visions of this act or of the by-laws it should be had, 
the same may be held at any other time on notice to be 
given as aforesaid ; and until such election be had, the 
directors of the preceding year shall continue to act, 
and the corporation hereby created shall not forfeit or / 
lose any of its privileges, franchise or immunities by 
reason of the irregulanty or want of such election, nor 
by reason of any abandonment or non-user of such 
privileges, franchses or immunities, for a less period 
than ten consecutive years. The board of directors Number of ai- 
may at any time increase or diminish the number of '^ 
directors to be elected at the next annual meeting of 
stockholders, and the number to be elected shall be 
specified in the notice of election, but shall never be less 
than five nor more than eleven. 

Section 7. A majority of the board *of directors Quonim, and 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any "»««**»8»- 
business. They shall meet at such times and places, 
and be convened in such manner, as they shall decide 
upon. They shall elect one of their own number to be President and 
president, and one to be vice-president. The president ^**^^p"**^**- 
shall, when present, preside at all meetings of the board 
and of the stockholders, and when absent, the vice- 
president shall discharge the duties of president, and 
vrhen both are absent, the directors may appoint a 
president pro tern. The board of directors shall have uxecfttiTe com- 
power to appoint an executive committee and prescribe Si^r*^****^ 
its powers and duties, to appoint a secretary, treasur- 
er, and such engineers, superintmdents, agents and 
other officers as they may deem necessary, and remove 
them at pleasure, prescribe their duties and compen- 
sation, and may demand adequate security for the dis- 
charge of tiieir respective duties and trusts. The vacancies, 
directors shall have power to fill any vacancy which 
may occur in their board. The directors shall J^f<^**~*' 
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issue a certificate or certificates to the stockholders for 
the number of shares held by theniy respectively, sign- 
ed by the president and secretary, which shall be trans- 
ferable in 9ach manner and at such place or places as 
shall be prescribed by the by-laws, and for the pur- 
pose of such transfer, they may establish transfer agen- 

Toriir of pricw. cies out of this state. The directors shall have power 
to prescribe a tariff of prices for the transportion [trans- 
portation] of freight and passengers, and to alter or 
change the same, or, in their discretion, to empower the 
superintendent or other agents to prescribe or alter such 

^ntowtitor ^ tariff. The directors shall have authority and power, and 

i!^e oAcSd.** they are hereby authorized and empowered, to makesuch 
covenants, contracts and agreements with any person 
or persons, copartnership or corporation whatsoever, as 
(to) the construction of their railroad or its management 
and the convenience and interests of the company and 
the conduct of its affairs may, in their judgment, 
require; and .also to make any contract or agreement 
which they shall think proper, with any person or per- 
sons, company or corporation, leasing to such person 
or persons, company or corporation, perpetually or for 
a limited time, the whole or any part of the railroad to 
be constructed or owned by this company, together 
with the rolling stock, machinery, buildings, tenements 
or fixtures, and all other property, real, personal or 
mixed, of this company, and all the franchises, rights^ 
privileges and immunities of this company, and reserv- 
ing or receiving rents therefor, or to sell the same ; 

Mjy^iease other and also perpetually or for a limited time to lease or 
to purchase from any other railroad company the 
whole or any part of said railroad owned by 
such company, together with- its estate, real, per- 
sonal or mixed, and its franchises, rights, privi- 

Byiawi, Ac. leg^s and immunities. The directors shaU also have 
power and authority to make, prescribe and estab- 
lish sudi by^lawsy rules, orders and regulations, not in 
conflict with or repugnant to the constitution or laws 
of this state or of the United States, as they shall 
think best for the well ordering of the affairs of said 
company, and, in general, to superintend and direct 
all other operations, receipts, disbursements and all 
of the affairs and proceedings of said company. 

^iniduahiiiit Section 8. At each annual meeting of the stock- 

eomptny. holders for the election of directors, the directors of 
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the preeediag year ahflU exhibit to the stoekhoLders a 
complete statement of the affairs and proceedings of 
the eompany for such year. Special meetings of the special meetiag*. 
fitookbolaers may be called by order of the board of 
directors, or by stockholders holding one-forth [one* 
fourth] in amount of the capital stock, on like notice as 
that required for annual meetings, which notice shall 
specify tiie ^^bjecta of the meeting. 

Sbqxion 9. The said company shall have authority ^JJ^^ wdexe- 
and power, and is hereby authorized and empowered cntenotM,i»ndi, 
in its corporate capacity, to borrow any sum of money "*®'***^' 
from any person or persons, corporation or body politic 
of any kind, and to make, ezecut) and deliver 
all necessary writings, notes, bonds, mortgages or oth- 
er pi^rs and securities, in amount and kind as may be 
deemed expedient by said corporation, in consideration 
of any such loan, or in discharge of any liabilities 
tl^t it may incur in the confitruotion, repair, equipm^t 
or running of ^id road; and the powers of the 
said corporation, for the purpose aforesaid, and for 
all purposes necessary to carrying out the objects 
of said company, namely, the construction of a railroad 
from and to the points aforesaid, are hereby ratified 
and confirmed, and the contracts and official acts 
of said company declared binding in law and 
equity upon said corporation, and upon all oth- 
er parties to such contracts. Siud company shall 
also have authority and power, and it is hereby 
authorized and empowered, in its corporate ca- 
pacity, to make, execute, issue and deUver its bonds or 
obligations, from time to time, and at any time, in 
such an amount dxat all the bonds of said company 
outstandia^ at any one time will not exceed tixe 
amount of the capital stock of the said company. 
The durectors of said company are hereby auth^ized ^^SJ^Jn^rg^t 
and empowered to prescribe by resolution to be by them on°ame,Ac. 
adopted, the sum or sums for which each of such bonds 
shall be isioed, the time or times or [and] place <»* places 
when and where the porindpal and interest of the 4MUBie 
shall be payable, the person or persons, truetee or corpo- 
ration to whom the same shall be payable, and whether 
payableto order or tobearer^or how otherwise negotiable, 
thenuteof interest wlash such bonds shall bear, not to 
exceed the legal rate, and the manner and form in which 
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the interest coupons annexed to them shall be exeeated ; 
S toStto^'i^ ai^d to secure the payment of any or all of such 
wnwnt of bondli, the said corporation is hereby autiiorized 
and empowered, in its corporate capacity, to make, 
execute and deliver a mortgage or deed of trust upon 
the whole or any part of its railroad, constructed or au- 
thorized to be constructed, and of any or all of its es- 
tate, real, personal or mixed, in possession or expec- 
tancy, owned and acquired, or to be thereafter owned 
£So?mort^i. ^^^ acquired by said corporation ; and the said com- 
pany is also hereby authorized and empowered, in and 
by such mortgage or deed of trust, to confer upon the 
trustee or mortgagee full and ample powers to enter 
into and upon, and to take possession of, have, use and 
enjoy, or to sell and dispose of, the whole or any part of 
said railroad or estate, together with the functions ap- 
pertaining to said railroad, and aU corporate and other 
franchises, rights and privileges of said corporation. 
SS*o?dSS^of And the directors of said company are hereby author- 
trust, ized and empowered to prescribe, by resolution to be by 
them adopted, all matters relating to the form'and terms 
of any such mortgage or deed of trust, and of its exe- 
?l5SSS/of ^ ^^' cutipn and delivering, [delivery] ; and they are author- 
bonds, ized to provide for the periodical payment to such trustee 
or receiver as they shall appoint, a certain sum, to create 
a sinking fund with which to pay off or discharge at or 
before maturity any or all of the bonds by them author- 
ized to be issued, and also to provide the manner in 
which such trustee or receiver shall pay out or dispose 
of said sinking fund, and to authorize him to designate 
by lot, or in any other suitable manner, the bond or 
bonds to the payment of which such sinking fund, orany 
sale of bonda. ^^^^ ^f j^^ ^j^^jj ^^ applied ; and the said railroad com- 
pany is hereby fully authorized and empowered, by its 
treasurer, agents or brokers, or otherwise, at aiiy place to 
sell, pledge, hypothecate or otherwise disposeof any or all 
of the aforesaid bonds hereby authorized to be issued, 
at par or at any price less than par, or for such sum or 
sums, and on such terms, as to the said company or its 
treasurer, agents or brokers shall appear most for the 
interest of said company ; and tiie saia company and its 
directors, officers, agents and brokers are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to have, exercise and enjoy all the 
rights,privileges and powers hereby conferred upon theme 
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[them J respectively, any law of this state to the contrary 
notwithstanding. And any such mortgage or deed of JJ^J^JRJlJ**^ 
trust, and every discharge or satisfaction thereof, may be noordad in offlM 
recorded in the office of the secretary of state, in a proper ^ '^^ ^' ■****' 
book kept for that purpose, and the certificate of such 
recording, endorsed on such mortgage or deed of trust, 
shall have the same effect as if such mortgage or deed of 
trust was recorded in the several counties through which 
such road may run, and such record in the office of the 
secretary of state shall be sufficient notice to all persons. 

SEcnoN 10. The said corporation shall have author- May enter upon 
ity and power, and is hereby authorized and empowered, i^'^^ ud' 
by its officers, engineers and agents, to enter upon any Jf^i^e^***"*® 
land for the purpose of exploring, surveying, locating 
or determining the route of its railroad ; and when the 
route of said railroad shall be determined by said com- 
pany by resolution adopted by the board of directors, 
the company shall have authority and power, and 
it is hereby authorized and empowered, by its agents, of- 
ficers, engineers, contractors, employees and servants, 
to enter upon, take, possess, occupy and use any land 
along and including the line of said route, not exceed- 
ing one hundred feet in width ; and said company shall ^J^JjJ^^JJ 
also have authority and power, and it is hereby author* iL^i^y^ 
ized and empowered, at any time to enter upon, take, *^*"' 
possess, occupy and use any other lands beyond the 
limits of one hundred feet, which shall by resolution 
adopted by the board of directors, be declared to be 
necessary for the use of said company, for the purpose of 
erecting depot buildings, stopping-stages, station- 
houses, freight-houses, warehouses, engine-houses, ma- 
chine-shops, or for buildings or fixtures of any kind, 
or grounds about any such buildings, houses or fixtures, 
for the convenient operation of the business of the road, 
or for the purpose of giving a proper direction to 
water -courses, or of diverting or changing the channel 
of water-courses, or for the i purpose of removing such 
substances and things as may endanger, obstruct or in- 
terfere with the free use of said road, or for the purpose 
of making deep cuts or excavations, or for the purpose 
of depositing earth, gravel or stone, or for the purpose of 
obtaining earth, gravel or stone or other materials for em- 
bankments, structures or superstructures necessary to or 
for the construction, completion, alteration, mainten- 
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ance, preservation and complete operation of said rail- 
road; and a copy of sach resolution, duly certified 
by the secretary of said company, shall be recorded in 
the office of the register of deeds of the county in 
which the lands described in the resolution shall lie. 
And all private property which the said corporation is 
by this act aatiiorized to take, is hereby declared to 
be taken for public use. And the said company 
shall, at such time and in snoh manner as is prescribed by 
this act, pay the full value of all lands so taken, possessed, 
occupied or used, which value shall be ascertained in 
the manner hereinafter provided, and whenever the same 
shall have been paid, tendered or deposited, as provided 
in this act, the tide in and to any and all such lands 
shall become vested in said company for the purposes of 
said railroad ; and whenever the company shtdl deem 
the same or any part thereof shall be no longer 
necessary for the purposes for which the same were 
taken, the said company is hereby authorized and 
empowered to lease or sell the same, or any part 
thereof. 

Sbotion 11. Whenever .the line of said railroad shall 
be located and its route determined,the said company may 
apply, by attorney, to the circuit court for the county of 
Fond du Lac and Winnebago, or to the judge thereof in 
vacation, for the appointment <^ three commissioners to 
make an appraisal and award of the value of any and all 
lands which are the private property of any person 
on the line of said railroad, and which the said com- 
pany shall have entered upon, taken, possessed, 
occupied or used, or which it may thereafter enter 
upon, take, possess, occupy or use for any of the 
purposes for which by this act the said company is 
authorized to enter upon, take, possess, occupy or 
use land. The said company shall give notice of its 
intention to apply for the appointment of such com- 
missioners, by publishing the same at least thirty days 
before the time for hearing such application, in at 
least one newspaper published in the county in which 
such land shall be, or by five days' pers<mal notice serv- 
ed upon any party in interest ; and upon an affidavit ^f the 
publication of the same, the court or judge to whom the 
application shall be made, shall appoint three com- 
missioners, who shall have cognizance of all cases aris- 
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ingon the line or route of said railroad; a&d they shall Examination of 
proceed to examine the premiseB in each ease separate- p'^^*^* 
I7, having first given snoh notice as they may deem 
reasonable to the owner, and at least five days' pev« 
sonal notice to sach owner, if resident- in the county ; 
and whenever it shall appear 'to said company or its offl- ^iS*^noSw^'o 
cers that the title of suchlaadis in dispute, orthatseveval E^siVen to ^^ 
parties claim interest therein by tax sales, tax titles, in- *'^^*^*"- 
cumbrances, liens or equitable claims, the said commis- 
sioners shall, upon requiest of said company or its officers, 
give notice to (^0) all persoias claiming any interest in su<^ 
lands, whether as owners, incvmbrancers or otherwise ; 
(and when the person to be notified has no knowti 
residence in this state, within the knowledge of 
such commissioners, the notice may be published in 
a newspaper, for suoh length of time as the commiS" 
sioners shall deem reasonable ;) and after making such Award of dama. 
examination, the said commissioners, or a majority of ^' 
them, shall, in each case, separately, make an appraise 
[appraisment] and award of the value of the land so en* 
tered upon, taken,possessed, occupied or used by said com- 
pany for any of the purposes aforesaid, at the time wh^ 
tihe same was so entered upon and taken, and^hall de- 
liver one copy of their award, in each case, to the said 
company, and shall file anotherin the office of the clerk one copy of 
of the circuit court of the -county in which gaid*"""^*^^**^* 
lands shall lie, with the costs of the award taxed up- 
on each of said copies ; and if neiAer party shall ap- snterinsap

stead. The said company, Or any party receiving no- Appeal, and trial 
tice from the said commissioners as aforesaid, may, **^^"** 
within thirty days after such award shall have beeti 
filed with the clerk as aforesaid, appeal from the same 
to the circuit court of the county in which such award 
shall be filed, by filing with the clerk of said court a 
writteji notice of such appeal. Upon receiving such 
notice, the said clerk shall enter the appeal as a case 
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upon the docket of the court, settiu^ down the owner 
or owners and person or persons claiming any interest 
in said lands, embracing all pet sons so having received 
such notice from said commissioners as plaintiffs, and 
the «iaid company as defendant; and the said court 
shall proceed to hear and determine such case in the 
same manner that other cases are heard and determined 
in such court; and all issues of fact arising therein 
shall be tried by a jury, unless a jury be expressly 
waived by both parties. The appe]lant shall not be 
entitled to have tne case tried at any term of said court, 
unless he shall have given notice to the appellee or his 
attorney at least ten days before the first day of the 
term, that he will demand a trial at such term ; but in 
case the appellee has no known residence in this state, 
or attorney of record residing therein, no such notice 
need be given. In all cases the appellee may waive 
such notice, in which case the same rule for trial shall 
be applicable to it as to other cases in said coart. 
««.«« Jd^U- -^^^ "^® hearing of such case, the jury, or if the jury be 
iwtagnpjJid?' waived, the court shall assess the value of the lands so

shall proceed to render judgment against said company 
for the amount of said assessment, in favor of the 
Costs. plaintiff or plaintiffs in such case.

assessed in favor of the said plaintiff or plaintiffs shall 
exceed the amount awarded by said commissioners, 
there [then] judgment shall be rendered against said 
company for costs ; and if it shall not exceed such 
amount as aforesaid, then judgment shall be rendered 
in favor of said company for costs, and against the said 
plaintiff or plaintiffs, and execution may issue according- 
ohangesf veniie. ly. Either party shall be entitled to a change of venue for 
the trial of such cause, on affidavit filed, stating the be- 
lief of the person making the affidavit that a fair 
trial cannot otherwise be had. The change of venue 
shall be to the nearest county where a fair trial can 
Beriew. bo had. The judgment of the circuit [court] may 

be reviewed on appeal or writ of error, as other cases 
whsnoempMy at law. Whenever the commissioners shall make an 
to pay damages, ^y^^^i as aforcsaid, and no appeal shall be taken 
from the case, or whenever, in case of appeal, a final 
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judgment shall be rendered, it shall be the duty of the 
oampany, and not before, to pay to the partj entitled 
to the same, the amount of said award or judgment ;

Section 1. That D. P. Crandall, Herbert Hunting- Trustoefr-their 
ton, Tyrell Thomas, C. A. Clark, 0. C. Cowles, E. ^^' 
Martin, and their successors, be and are hereby created 
a body corporate and politic, under the name and style 
of ^^ Baraboo collegiate institute," and shall be trus- 
tees of said corporation, for the purpose of maintain- 
ing and conducting an institution of learning, and, by 
said corporate name, to remain in perpetual succession, 
with full power to sue and be sued, plead and be im-

Chapter two hundred and thirteen of who deemed 
the private and local laws of 1859, entitled « an act to °* "' 
amend chapter three hundred and ninety-fomr of the 
laws of 1861, entitled ' an act to incorporate the Madi- 
son xnutnal insurance company,' '' is hereby amended, 
80 as to read as follows : '^ Section 1. The third section 
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of chapter 894 of the laws of 1851, entitled ^ an act to 
incorporate the Madison mutnal insurance company/ 
is hereby amended, so as to read as follows : ^ Section 8. 
Every person who shall at any time become interested 
in said company by insuring therein, and the heirs, 
administrators or assigns of said persons continuing to
